It is 
ſcarce to be believed how many ſet Diſputations and 
Conferences there have Leen held, both in publick and 
in private, concerning Points in queſtion berween us. 
'The number of thoſe Volumes which have been. Writ con- 
cerning thoſe Subjects, would ſerve to fill whole Libra- 
ries What paſlages have not Bellarmin, Perron, Coeffe- 
teas, Richlies, and thole other famous Defenders of the 
Faith, drawn out of the Holy Scriptures, and Ancient 
Fathers, together with all the Reaſons and Arguments, 
which- might ſerve to place Truch agaia in its proper li 
and reſtore-unto it the, Luſtre, which Falſity had endea- 
voured to -Rob her of ? I ſpeak this, becauſe for my own 
part, I'am- highly fſotisfied, that the Proofs which theſe 
great Men have made uſe of, are of very great force, and 
their Diſcourſes very exaCt and convincing ; and that the 
Church- of God owes much unto them for their Labour, 
and Induſtry in maintaining her juſt Decrees. 

I will add ſomething more. yet ; I have fo good an opj- 
nion. of the natural Ingenuity and Honeſty of many of 
the moſt ſincere and Witty Perſons of the Proteſtant Party 
themſelves, ( for there are certainly, in other reſpeQts, 
many excellent Wits and Learned Men amongſt chem 5 
that they will not make much difficulty to own candid!

_"_ is finally reduced to this : How that ( the Word of 

) is to be underſtood, when it is alledged on both fides 
for the ſupporting their Op:nions.
